James Arbuckle Refuses to Give 
Way to Successor Until He 
Gets 800 Pesos. 


RIVAL QUARTERS OPENED 


Envoy of Carranza Government 
. Fails to Get Records After 
Long Parley. 


Mexico, which has two or more rival 
governments within its own borders, 
has now two rival consuls in St. Louis. 

James Arbuckle, consul of Spain, Co- 
lombia and Venezuela, who has acted as 
Mexican consul for two months past, re- 
fused today to turn over the archives 
and records of the consulate to Jose 4. 
Pesquera, who presented credentials 
from the Carranza government in Vera 
Cruz, and announced that he would be 
Mexican consul here. 

Arbuckle is not a partisan of Villa or 
of any other of Carranza’s opponents. 
An expense claim of about $400, which 
he says Pesquera has declined to pay, 
looks bigger to him just now than all 
Until 
he gets this money or is instructed by 
the Spanish Ambassador to withdraw 
his claim for it, Arbuckle intends to 
stay 'on the job’’ as Mexican consul. 

VIII Open Rival Office. - 

5 Pesquera said, after Arbuckle had re- 
fused his demand for the records, that 
he would open an office as consul in 
room 409 Pierce Building, and would get 
along as well as he could without any 
archives. He woald not talk of his in- 
terview with Arbuckle, but said he 
might have something to say after he 
heard from his Government. 

The reletion of expense accounts to 
international courtesy was the theme of 
a lively discussion between the rival 
consuls in Arbuckle’s office in the Stock 
Exchange Building, Senor Pesquera was 
accompanied by Dr. Pedro F. Osorio, 
Mexican consul in Kansas City. 

Joaquin Gonzalez, who was sent here 
oy the Huerta Government, was the last 
Mexican to act as Consul in St. Louis. 
„hen he left, late in October, he fol- 
lowed the example of the German Con- 
suls in France and England, and of 
British and French Consuls in Germany, 
by turning the belongings of the con- 
sulate over to the Consul of another 
Power—in this case, to Arbuckle, as the 
representative of Spain. 

The handling of consular business for 
one country by the Consul of another 
is usually treated as a matter of cour- 


compensation for his services, but that 
he does want to get back what he has 
expended. He said he would inform 
the Spanish Embassy in Washington of 
the situation, and that future develop- 
ments would depend on the Ambassa- 
dor’s answer. 
Senor Pesquera Here to Stay. 

Arbuckle said he kept the Mexican 
consular office in the Mermod-Jaccard 
Building open during November, em- 
ploying a man to remain in charge, and 
that various expenses accrued there, 
and after he moved the consulate to 
his own office. 
Senor Pesquera says he is here to 
stay. He is living at the ..aryland Ho- 
tel, and Dr. Osorio, the Kansas City 
Consul, is his guest there. Pesquera 
says Carranza controls the situation in 
Mexico, by holding the ports of entry, 
and that Villa, Obregén and other fac- 
tional leaders will have to quit soon, for 
lack of ammunition. Then, he antici- 
pates, Gen. Carranza will return to 
Mexico City and hold a constitutional 
election.

MAY INVOLVE HIGH 
GERMAN DIPLOMAT 


Secretary of State Bryan, How- 
ever, Says He Has Heard of 
no Improper Activity. 


PRESIDENT IN CHARGE 


Chief Executive Personally 
Handling Inquiry Into Case 
Developed in New York. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGAON, Jan. 6.—In official 
and diplomatic circles the impression 
prevails that a certain prominent mem- 
ber of the German embassy will leave 
this country soon as a result of the 
passport scandal, uncovered in New 
York Saturday. 

But, because of the peculiarly deli- 
cate diplomatic situation that might 
result, it was impossible today to get 
any responsible Government official to 
confirm the story fully. 

However, a high Government officer 
is authority for the statement that the 
evidence collected by the special agents 
of the Department of Justice leads to 
the direction of a certain German dip- 
lomatic attache, if it does not estab- 
lish actual proof that he had personal 
charge of the conspiracy. The Wash- 
ington man appeared to be satisfied that 
it would be extremely embarrassing for 
the diplomat if he were asked to es- 
tablish an alibi. . 

Subject Before President. 

President Wilson told callers today 
that the subject had been laid before 
him in a routine way and that he had 
taken personal charge of the investi- 
gation. As far as he knew, the Presi- 
dent said, the Government did not have 
evidence that warranted the belief that 
an international complication might re- 
sult. 

Secretary of State Bryan said he had 
no knowledge of any improper activities 
on the part of a diplomat. He said the 
Department of Justice was handling the 
case and he referred inquirers to the 
Attorney-General’s office. Attorney- 
General Gregory said he had seen no ev- 
idence that in any way involved any- 
one connected with the German em- 
bassy. 

The report that the trail of the con- 
spirators has led to the German em- 
bassy greatly annoyed other officials 
of the Department of Justice who have 
had a hand in the collection of evi- 
dence. They refused to deny or con- 
firm the report or to discuss it in any 
manner. 

Ambassador Bernstorff is not in 
Washington and in his absence at- 
tacnes of the embassy refused to discuss 
the case. 

Rumanian Tells of Selling His Pass- 
port and of a Plot. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—Information 

which came into possession of the New 
York World tending to show that New 
York City has been a center for whole- 
sale trafficking in fraudulent passports 
was turned over to the Bureau of In- 
vestigation of the Department of Justice 
yesterday. 
The World's informant told William 
M. Offley, superintendent of the New 
York division of the bureau, that he 
could prove that a man represented to 
him as a member of the German diplo- 
matic corps, living in a fashionable 
apartment house, supplied money in 
large amounts for the purchase of gen- 
uine passports, which were to be con- 
verted to the use of German reservists 
anxious to join their colors., 

The man, a bright, young Rumanian, 
admitted he had sold his own passport 
for a very small sum, but he ‘asserted 
that curiosity as to the eventual des- 
tination of the document led him to part 
with it. He knew details of the opera- 
tions, he said, and could induce others 
with deeper knowledge to tell the Gov- 
ernment whence the money came, he 
said. 

Jusslers in Passports. 

Federal officials believe that, even if 
they cannot touch the jugglers in pass- 
ports of other nations, they will be able 
to show that the same persons were in 
the deal to misuse American credentials 
and thus an offense against American 
law may be established. 


PRESIDENT AGAIN REJECTS 
APPEAL OF SUFFRAGISTS 


Tells Sikhs it es of 100 Women He 
Still Believes They Should Fight 
for Vote in States. 
WASHINGTU.., Jan. 6.—President 
Wilson today reiterated to a delega- 
tion of women suffragists his previous- 
ly announced position that equal fran- 
chise should be brought about through 
action by the states rather than througn 
a Federal constitutional amendment. 
Nearly one hundred women from dif- 
ferent parts of the country saw thé 
President at the White House to ask 
him to support the Briston-Mondell 
amendment, which comes to a vote in 

the House next Tuesday. 

The President told the women that he 
much admired their skill and tenacity 
in their campaign, but he had announced 
before that he was opposed to granting 
wemem suffrage through Federal ac- 
tion. He spoke of the importance of 
the movement and his appreciation of 
the call today. 

“I have had a lifelong conviction that 
this should be done state by state,“ 
said the President. “I would take the 
same position on a question affecting 
men's suffrage. I would be deserting 
my deepest constitutional convictions if 
I changed my position on the subject. 
My views on this question do not repre-

AFTER WOMAN 1S 
HOKED 10 DEATH 


Foster Parent Found Strangled in 
Home With Towel and 
Handkerchief on Neck. 


ROOMS ARE RANSACKED 


Stolen Articles Recovered Later 
in Youth’s Lodging House 
Room But He Is Gone. 


Police search for Jesse E. Coggins, 16 
years old, was begun in St. Louis and 
East St. Louis today, when circum- 
stances pointed to him as the slayer of 
his stepmother, Mrs. Ollie Coggins, 30 
years old, of 401A North Twenty-first 


street, who was found strangled tv 


death in the bedroom or her home, at 
6:40 p. m. yesterday. 

The discovery was made by her hus- 
band, Alfred C. Coggins, 40 years old, 
a stationary fireman, when he returned 
home from work. 

Jesse E. Coggins, wayward son of 
Coggins by a former marriage, was 
traced to the Victor Annex, a lodging 
house at 615 Walnut street. A suitcase 
containing articles stolen from the 
Coggins home was found in his room at 
this place at 5:30 a. m. today, but he 
had departed about an hour earlier. 1 

Robbery Only Apparent Motive. 

The suitcase and the articles in it 
were missed from the Coggins home, 
after Mrs. Coggins was found dead. In- 
vestigation has developed no other mo- 
tive for the crime than robbery. 

Jesse Coggins lived with his father 
and stepmother until about a year ago. 
Since then he had visited the home sev- 
eral times, but always in his father’s 
absence, as they were not on good 
terms. 

Mrs. Coggins apparently had been 
dead several hours when ‘her husband 
found her body lying across the bed. 
A heavy turkish towel was wrapped 
about her head. Under this towel were 
two handkerchiefs, a white one which 
was stuffed into her mouth and a blue 
one tied tightly around her neck. Both 
handkerchiefs had on them in indell- 
ble ink the initials J. E. C. and the 
laundry mark number 218. 

There were marks on Mrs. Coggins’ 
throat as though she had been choked. 
Clothing and Jewelry Taken. 

A wardrobe and a bureau in the bed- 
room had been ransacked. A suit case 
was taken from the top. of the ward- 
robe and a dark blue suit, a dark over- 
coat and a pair of shoes belonging to 
Alfred C. Coggins were also missing. 
Other articles taken were a pair of cut: 
buttons, a watch ehain, a locket, three 
rings, a collection of old coins, includ 
ing a half dime with a hole in it, a life 
insurance policy, two bottles of cologne, 
two bottles of perfume, a pottle of 
peroxide, two shirts and a pair of 

gloves and a revolver. 

All of these articles except the suit 
and overcoat and gloves were found this 
morning in the suit case left at the 
Victor Annex by Jesse E. Coggins. 

When the suit case was taken to po- 
lice headquarters young Coggins’ shirt 
and vest were found in it. There were 
red stains on a sleeve of the shirt and 
on the front of the vest. It was thought 
these may have been caused by port 
wine some of which may have been 
spilled when the intruder at the Coggins 
home drank it. 

Coggins first registered at the room- 
ing house about two months ago and 
had stopped there at various times 
since then, but sometimes remained 
away for several days. 

George H. Boeger, the day clerk, to- 
day told a Post-Dispatch reported Cog- 
gins left the hotel about 12:30 yesterday 
and returned about 4 o’clock carrying 
a suitcase. It impressed Boeger, he 
said, that Coggins was better dressed 
when he returned, but he did not re- 
member details as to the garments: he 
wore that caused the change in his ap- 
pearance. 

Boy Paid Rent in Advance. 

On his return Coggins paid $1.25 for 

a week’s room rent in advance and 
said to Boeger: “I’ve got a chance to 
get a good job. I'll know all about it 
in the morning.“ 
“Coggins walked about the lounging 
room of the hotel as if nervous and 
restless. He was still there when Thom- 
as Rowe, the night clerk, went on duty. 
He had made several visits to his room, 
but always returned to the lobby in a 
short time. About 11:30 p. m. he again 
came from his room and told Rowe he 
was unable to sleep. 

“What's the trouble?” asked Rowe. 

According to Rowg, Coggins replied: 
I am worried about my stepmother.” 

Coggins asked what was the matter 
with the stepmother, he says, and Cog- 
gins answered: “O, I’m just worried 
that’s all.“ 

Asked for Newspapers. 

Coggins returned to his room, but soon 

came into the lobby again. At 3 a. m. 
he asked Rowe if it was time to get the 
morning newspapers. Rowe told him he 
might get one at Seventh and Market 
streets. 
Coggins. went to his room and after 
staying there about 15 minutes he came 
out wearing an ewer@oat. Rowe had 
never seen him with an overcoat before. 
He went out but returned a few min- 
utes later, saying the morning papers 
were not on sale yet. 

After pacing ¢he lobby for a few min- 
utes he again went out, about 3:4 a. 
m., and did not return. Twenty minutes 
later a policeman searching for Cog- 
gins entered the Victor Annex, He 
found the suit case with the stolen arti- 
cles in it.

A. LOUIS HOUSES 


Either Olympic or Shubert May 
Be Closed as Result of New 
York Agreement. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 6.— By an arrange- 
ment which has been under ernsidera- 
tion by Klaw & Erlanger and the Shu- 
berts for several weeks and was com- 
pleted yesterday afternoon, the two big 
theatrical concerns have absolutely be- 
come one so far as the control of the- 
aters and attractions in every city in the 
United States is concerned, except New 
York. 

After next week all theatrical enter- 
prises will be ‘‘booked” on the road 
through one office, instead of, 43 at 
present, being routed over the country 
from the office of Klaw & Erlanger 
end the Shuberts.

One of the first steps to be taken hy 
the consolidated office will be the abol- 
ishing, as first-class theaters, of inany 
of the playhouses in the country. alany 
cities which now have a Shubert and a 
Klaw & Erlanger house will be reduced 
to a single theater, and competition is 
at an end. 

None of the men concerned in the deal 
would talk for publication, but a rep- 
resentative of the two offices said that 
the plans had been completed and the 
changes in booking arrangements would 
go into effect almost immediately.

Melville Stoltz, resident manager of 
the Shubert Theater in St. Louis, said 
today that there had been persistent ru- 
mors of the likelihood of such an agree- 
ment being reached between the Shu- 
berts and Klaw & Erlanger, but that the 
Shuberts not yet had advised him of 
the negotiations nor given him any in- 
formation concerning the deal.

To Dr. Herman T. Radin of the visit- 
ing staff of Lebanon Hospital, Mrs. Ida 
Rogers told with startling simplicity the 
details of the actual poisoning of Lorida 
and John.

Sister in Washington Hospital 
Makes Deposition in Will 
Contest Case. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—The second 
deposition in the contested will case of 
the late James Campbell, St. Louis mil- 
ltonaire, was taken at the Providence 
Hospital in this city this morning. 

Sister Mary Garvey, a Sister of Char- 
ity, who was a nun in St. Vincent's 
Seminary at St. Louis from 1879 to 1898, 
under questions propounded to her by 
E. V. H. Schneiderhahn, told of her ac- 
quaintance with the Campbell family 
and of her knowledge of events prior 
to and subsequent to the birth of Lois 
Ann Campbell. Sister Mary Garvey's 
recollection was plain as to names and 
dates with the exception of the year in 
which the birth of Lois Campbell oc- 
curred. She said she could not place 
the year in her mind and did not care to 
venture a prediction. 


Was Neighborly With Campbell. 
— 2 — by Attorney chneider- 


hahn, who represents the trustees of the 
St. Louis University in the will con- 
troversy, Sister Mary Garvey said she 
remembered distinctly that the Camp- 
bells lived adjoining their seminary for 
a great many years and that the Camp- 
bells and the sisters were qule neigh- 
borly and that prior to the birth of Lois 
Ann Campbell, the daughter, Mrs. Flor- 
ence Campbell, the mother of Lois and 
widow of James Campbell, took patnting 
lessons from the sisters. 

She testified that these painting les- 
sons were a matter of daily visits upon 
the part of Mrs. Campbell for quite a 
long time previous to the birth of Lois. 
The sister stated that all the sisters 
were aware that Mrs. Campbell was 
soon to become a mother, but that the 
birth was not expected as soon as it 
had taken place. The sister said that 
Mrs. Campbell left for New York just a 
few days, according to her best recol- 
lections, prior to the time when the 
birth of Lois took place. She remem- 
bered that Mrs. Campbell expected to 
be back in St. Louis and that the birth 
should take place in that city. She 
said the incident had been fixed very 
clearly in her mind because of the fact 
of their friendly and neighborly rela- 
tions with the Campbell family. 

Received Message From Campbell. 

The witness testified that the Sisters 
at St. Vincent’s received a telegram 
from New York signed by James Camp- 
bell, which the same she clearly re- 
members contained the words, A beau- 
tiful girl was born. Send matd with

She stated that this telegram was re- 
ceived on the 18th day of March. The

BILL IS PROPOSED 
U ABOLISH WARD 
LINES IN ST. LOUIS 


Democrats Hope to Profit by 
Adoption of Proportional 
Representation Plan. 


A bill to abolish ward lines in St. 
Louis and to substitute proportional 
representation for the new charter pro- 
vision that 28 Aldermen residing in each 
of the 28 wards shall be elected at large, 
will be offered in the Legislature bv 
Representative John J. Moroney of 82. 
Louis. 

Moroney’s bill will be an emergency 
measure and St. Louis Democrats hope 
to rush it to passage in time to be ef- 
fective at the municipal primary March 
12. It is the hope of local Democrats to 
elect a substantial minority delegation 
to the first Board of Aldermen on April 
6, if proportional representation governs 
They also forésee a possible coalition of 
Socialist and Progressive Aldermen with 
a voting strength greater than the nor- 
mal Republican plurality would give the 
Republicans. 

Democrats in the House of Delegates 
last night who were familiar with Mo- 
roney’s plan said he had legal advice 
that an act of the Legislature eliminat- 
ing ward boundaries and nullifying the 
charter provision that the 28 Aldermen 
should represent wards, would be valid. 

The new charter, article 2, section 3, 
provides: Whenever it may be done in 
harmony with the State 
and laws, the Board of Aldermen shall. 
by ordinance, provide for and regulate 
municipal elections and registration of 
voters and may provide by ordinance for 
nonpartisan nominations, preferential 
voting or proportional representation.“ 

Under Moroney’s bill, it is said, i 
would be necessary for the Municipal 
Assembly to pass an ordinance to make 
the election of Aldermen by proportional 
representation effective. 

The bill will propose that general tick- 
ets may be filed by all political parties 
for the 28 aldermanic posts, and the 
places shall be distributed among the 
parties casting more than 4000 votes, on 
a basis of one Alderman for each 4000 or 
major fraction thereof.

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ILLINOIS MOOSE 
LEADERS RETURN 
TOREPUBLICANS 


McCormick and Hicks, Only Pro- 
gressives in Lower House, 
- Quit Party. 


SPRINGFIDLD, mi., Jan. 6 —Politi- 
cians here for the opening of the II- 
nois Legislature last night witnessed 
what they termed the death of the Pro- 
Sressive party in Illinois, when Medill 
McCormick, vice-chairman of the Pro- 
gressive National Committee and mem- 
ber of the House, together with H. 8. 
Hicks of Rockford, the only other Pro- 
gressive in the lower house, entered 
the Republican House caucus and an- 
nounced their intention of voting with 
the Republicans during the session. 

McCormick made a speech before the 
caucus, in which he said he “was giad 
to get back to the party of my fathers.” 
Hicks also made a short address. Both 
speeches were interspersed with cheer- 
ing and violent handclapping. 

When the Republican Representatives 
gathered, Representative John A. At- 
wood of Ogle County introduced a reso- 
lution tmviting the two Progressives to 
enter the caucus. A few minutes later 
McCormick and Hicks were ushered in. 
Immediately afterward McCormick's 
name Was suggested as a possible Re- 
publican caucus candidate for the 
speakership. 

MeOormick made this statement be- 
fore the caucus: 

We have accepted your invitation to 
enter this caucus because we believe 
that the Assembly cannot be organized 
and the business of the State cannot be 
done except through organized politica] 
effort. We were confronted with two 
possible courses. Perhaps you will not 
be flattered to learn that we were not 
attracted by the past or present ca- 
pacity of the Illinois Democracy to dis- 
organise itself. We have joined with 
you in an earnest effort to organise the 
House without delay, and in the inter- 
est of the State.“ 

Republican control of both houses of 
the Legislature which will convene here 
today for its forty-ninth biennial ses- 
sion, hinges on the results of contests 
for two seats in the State Senate, Gov. 
Dunne, Democrat, having refused cer- 
tificates of election to two members of 
his own party. 

With the assistance of the two Pro- 
gressive members the Republicans have 
a majority of 80 to 70 in the lower 
house. The one Progressive in the Sen- 
ate, George W. Harris of Chicago, also 
is expected to align with the Repub- 
licans, giving them a strength of 24 
against 24 Democrats. The Senate, how- 
ever, will convene with two members 
missing, because of the refusal of Gov. 
Dunne to certify the election of two 
Democratic members from Chicago. 

In both cases the Republican candi- 
dates were certified elected by the 
county authorities, but the State Can- 
vassing Board rejected the certification 
and declared the Democratic candidates 
returned. Gov. Dunne decided that the 
cases should be put up to the Senate 
itself for decision and recommended a 
recount ef the ballots. 

The House also will convene with one 
member missing through a precisely 
similar refusal of the Governor to issue 
a certificate of election.

BILL TO PURCHASE 
SHIPS INDORSED IN 
REPORT 10.8. A. 


Alexander Measure Will Be Dis- 
cussed at Foreign Trades 
Convention Here Jan. 21. 


The immediate passage in Congress of 
the Alexander bill, providing for Gov- 
ernment aid in the rehabilitation of the 
merchant marine, is strongly urged in a 
report prepared fur the Foreign Trade 
Committee of the Business Men’s League 
by Charies Sutter, Henry Leschen and 
D. P. Lampkin. The report was re- 
ferred to the Executive Committee of 
the league. 

The shipping bill was introduced in 
the House of Iepresentatives by Con- 
gressman Alexander of Missouri, and in 
the Senate by Senator Stone. The bill is 
being opposed by the shipping interests, 
but is strongly supported by the ship- 
pers. It will be one of the big ‘sub- 
jects for discussion at the Foreign 
Trades convention in St. Louis Jan. 
21-22. 

What Bill Provides. 

The bill provides that the Govern- 
ment shall subscribe to 51 ner cent of 
the capita! stock of any corporation to 
be capitalized at not over $10,000,900, cre- 
ated for the purpose of building or pur- 
chasing ships for foreign gommerce. Tha 
United States is authgrized to buy or 
construct suitable ships to be trans- 
ferred to the corporation. The corpora- 
tion is authorized to issue 4 per cent 
first mortgage bonds to be delivered to 
the United States in payment for -the 
ships. The Secretary of the Treasury, 
I’ostmaster-General and Sccretary „t 
Commerce are to constitute a shipping 
board, to have general supervision over 
the work authorized by the bill. All 
the ships acquired or constructed will 
be. subject to charter by the United 
States for auxiliary naval purposes. 

The report of the sub-committee of 
the Foreign Trade Committe¢ made a 
careful study of the subject. Sutter was 
formerly interested in a shipping com- 
pany in New Orleans, upon which the 
shipping trust wazed a bitter war. 

Findings of Committee. 

The chmmittee reported that the Alex- 
ander bill provided a direct and prac- 
tical plan tor the upbuilding of a mer- 
chant marine to carry foreign trade. All 
members of Congress, regardless of 
political affiliations, were urged to sup- 
port the measure. The cost of opera- 
tion of the transportation svstem woul-l 
be nominal as compared with the great 
benefits the country et large would de- 
rive from it. The failure to provide 
such service as the bill contemplates, 
it was pointed cut, would leave this 
country seriously handicapped in its 
struggle for foreign trade expansion, 
since it must then rely upon competito~ 
nations, as heretofore, to carry Ameri- 
can freight, passengers and mail.

Senator Elder Will Lead Attack 
on Practice of Putting Fam- 
ily on Payroll. 


By a State t of the Post- 


Dispa 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 6—An at- 
tack on the prevailing practice of nepo- 
tism in State departments and in the 
Legislature and on the placing of a 


horde of clerks for whom there ts no; 


work on the pay roll of the Legisla- 
ture, is assured by members of the Les- 
islatura who >ave reached the capital. 

The opponents of nepotism, which has 
been practiced in Jefferson City as far 
back as the oldest inhabitant can re- 
member, however, are not very hopeful 
of success. They point out that the 
principal officers of the State have load- 
ed the pay roll with thelr relatives, 
and that a majority of the members 
of the Legisiature have arrived at the 
capital, each with a wife, son er daugh- 
ter or some other rélative fer whom he 
is looking for a job. 

Provision for Relatives. 

Indications are that the majority in 
each house will provide for a sufficient 
number of clerks to enablé most Demo- 
cratic members to provide places for 
relatives, 

Two years ago, when there were 118 
members of the House, the members 
were content with one clerk for each 
Democratic member and a few addi- 
tional committee clerks, but it is re- 
ported that there is 2 movement this 
year for the Democratic caucus to vote 
for two clerks for each member. 

This movement is due to the fact that 
there are only 76 Democratic members 
this year and, with only one clerk for 
each member, many of the office seek- 
ers would be disappointed. The cau- 
cus tonight will determine the num 
ber. 

It has long been customary for mem- 
bers to give clerkships to relatives. 
The names of the clerks probably will 
not become known for several weeks, 
as it is customary for the House Cler- 
ical Committee to conceal as long as 
possible the names of the relatives of 
members who have been favored. 

In the Senate two years ago the cau- 
cus authorized five clerks for each 
Democratic member at the beginning of 
the session. As the session advanced, 
however, the number was quietly in- 
creased until before the close there 
were 289 clerks on the Senate payroll 
‘and 261 on the House payroll. 

Many Clerks Incompetent. 

It is a notorious fact that few of the 
clerks do any work. Some of them do 
not even appear in Jefferson City ex- 
cept on the monthly payday. It is also 
a notorious fact that large numbers of 
them are incompetent. This has de- 
veloped during the past two years, when 
several pieces of important legislation 
have been found to de unconstitutior: 
al because of errors in the records of 
the Senate and the House. 

Senator Conway Elder of 8t. Louis 
will introduce an anti-nepotism bill in 
the Senate, and Senator Charles F. Car- 
ter of Clark County will attack the un- 
necessary clerical force. Representative 
Frank Lee of Joplin made.a.campaign 
on an anti-nepotism platform. 

Although the great proportion of the 
nepotism to be practiced will not be- 
come known until after the clerical 
forces are organized, some of it has 
developed among the candidates for the 
principal offices which will be filled by 
election in the caucus. j

Maurice Gordon's wife receives $900 a 
year as clerk in her husband's office. 
Willard King, a brother-in-law of Mau- 
rice Gordon, is chief clerk in John P. 
Gordon's office. : 

Wiley Huston, a State Oil Inspector

Analyze Depression and Ex- 
press Faith in Future. 


Bankers of varidus sections of the 
country. in interviews in the New Tork 
Times, have analyzed generally present 
business conditions and, while conserv- 
ative in their predictions, express a 
sound faith in the ability of America 
to solve the problems created by the 
European war and to take advantage 
of opportunities presented. 

Two St. Louisans interviewed are Fes- 
tus J. Wade, president of the Mercantile 
Trust Co., and Thomas H. West, chair- 
man of the board of the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co. E. F. Swinney, president of 
the First National Bank of Kansas 
City, tells of conditions in the South- 
west. The interviews by the two St. 
Louisans and Mr. Swinney follow:

Five months ago war broke out among 
11 nations, involving more than half the 


population of the entire world. Its pro- 


portions are so gigantic, its devastation 


40 appalling, its effect upon the com- 
merce of the world so paralyzing, that 


all thinkers realize that conditions in 
the United States were (and are) most 
healthy in every respect to stand such 
a tremendous shock without serious 
injury. All the usual laws of average 
and all fixed methods of analyzing eco- 
nomic principles have been temporarily 
set aside. Ruin and devastation reign 
supreme throughout Continental Eu- 
rope. 

In our own blessed land we have 
within the short period of five months 
fairly well adjusted ourselves to the 
new conditions, and we find manufac- 
turing industries and commercial estab- 
lishments resuming normal business. I 
firmly believe that we have touched the 
bottom of depression in this country. 
and that all good stocks and bonds and 
all staple commodities have reached the 
new level. While I am not looking for 
any rapid rise in prices, nor anything 
approaching a boom, I do believe we 
will in the new year have vastly im- 
proved conditions throughout the United 
States.

NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—Leo M. Frank, 
whose conviction of the murder of Mary 
Phagan in Atlanta is about to come 
under review by the United States Su- 
preme Court, has written an open letter 
to former Gev. Joseph M. Brown of 
Atlanta in reply to a letter from the 
former Governor in the Augusta Chron- 
icle, arguing that Frank should be exe 
cuted and that the movement to obtain 
another trial for him s based solely on 


the fact that he is a Jew. 

In his reply Frank intimates strongly 

that Mr. Brown had political ends to 
serve when he wrote the letter. No 
otner former Governor of Georgia, he 
points out, has ever written a similar 
card. F 
Here is Frank’s letter: 
“T have read your remarkable attac!: 
upon me in the Augusta Chronicle. I 
use the word ‘remarkab'e’ advisedly, for 
ne ex-Governor of Georgia ever before 
used his influence in an effort to de 
stroy the life of one cf his fellow-citi- 
zens. Indeed, it is difficult to see hov’ 
any brave 
take the position you have. 

J am helpless and in dire straits. Mv 
wife and father and iuother are in the 
depths of despar. 

“Tirade Cruel and Untruthful.” 

“Why any man should wantonly and 
ruthlessly attack me, and, through ma. 
them, must amaze the fair men and 
women of this State. 

When I read that tirade—unfair, cruel 
and untruthful—I remembered that. 
when Prometheus was bound ‘to the 
rock it was the vulture, and not the 
eagle, that struck its beak into his 
vitals. 

“The execution of the confessed mur- 
derer excites sympathy. The Sheriff 
does his duty because the law demands 
it, but he does it with sorrow; it is 
reserved to an ex-Governor of Georgia 
to demand the execution of one who 
never harmed him, and who is pleading 
for further opportunity to show his 
‘innocence. | 
“The excuse that you are defending 
the State cannot explain your letter. 
The State of Georgia needs no defense. 
Her people are as generous and just as 
those of other states. 

Deplorable and regrettable things can 
happen, and have happened, in Georgia, 
just as they can happen and have hap- 
pened in other states. There was a se- 
rious riot in Atlanta some years ago. 
It was condemned everywhere, without: 
as well as within the State, yet nobody 
raised the cry that Georgia was being

There was a good deal of talk about “help- 
ing the mother country” when Canada went 
into war in South Africa. We say today “This 
is our war.”—Dispatch from Toronto. 

Luckily we discover betimes where the real ob- 
stacle to all effort for bringing about peace to date 
is located. It is Canada, which has less substan- 
tial reasons for participating than many of the 
neutral countries of Europe. Presumably the Do- 
minion will be fighting long after England and 
France and Russia have adjusted their differences 
with Pan-Germanism.

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A CHANCE FOR RHODE ISLAND. 

Gov. Beeckman advocates full suffrage for 
Rhode Island women, “in the interest of plain 
justice and of sound political principles.” 

In Rhode Island numerous old, semi-depopulat- 
ed dountry towns, each with but a handful of 
voters, retain equal legislative authority with pop- 
ulous modern cities. Under this archaic system 
Rhode Island was for many years a political rot- 
ten borough, controlled by powerful special in- 
terests. These interests sent Nelson Aldrich to 
the United States Senate and kept him there, act- 
ing as “general manager of the United States 
Government” for the pocket profit of tariff-pro- 
tected trusts and monopolies. 

The Democratic Federal law providing for pop- 
ular election of United States Senators put it out 
of the poWer of the voting minority which elects a 
legiglative majority in Rhode Island ever again 
te impose upon the country a lawmaker like 
Aldrich, but the rotten borough system still op- 
érates to the State’s hurt, in its internal affairs.

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GARDNER MILITARISM. 

Representative Gardner of Massachusetts ex- 
presses the willingness to spend “$700,000,000 a 
year, if necessary, to put the country in à condi- 
tion of preparedness for war.“ 

Seven hundred million dollars a year exceeds the 
total appropriations of Congress in 1914, exclusive 
of the postal service, for the maintenance of the 
United States Government. 

It represents approximately the cost of the Ger- 
man army and navy in 1913, plus the cost of the 
British navy, plus the cost of the Japanese navy. 
On the basis of foreign expenditures it would give 
the United States an army equal to the German 
army and a navy equal to the combined British, 
German and Japanese navies. That seems to be 
Mr. Gardner’s theory of “preparedness for war.” 
And where does the gentleman from Massa- 
chusetts think this $700,000,000 a year is coming 
from? The total ordinary revenue of the United 
States Government for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1914, was $734,673,167. After Mr. Gardner 
has expended $700,000,000 on preparedness for war, 
where would the Treasury get the other $500,000,- 
000 necessary to carry on the ordinary business 
of government? 

To be sure, we could double or triple or quad- 
ruple the income tax and the corporation tax. We 
could strip ihe tariff of every elefment of protec- 
tion and put it strictly on a revenue basis in order 
to obtain as much as possible from customs duties. 
We could retain the present war tax, increase its 
rates and extend its scope. As a last resort a di- 
rect tax can always be levied upon the states on 
the basis of population. But what does Mr. Gard- 
ner think the verdict of the country would be on 
such a system of taxation imposed in the way of 
“preparedness for war?” What would happen toa 
Congress that levied a tax of $700,000,000 a year 
for military purposes in time of peace? 

The United States is already spending nearly | 
$250,000,000 a year on its military establishments. 
Ii the army and navy are not prepared for de- 
fensive war it is because this money has not been 
intelligently expended. Instead of trying to stop 
the leaks and to give the country a dollar’s worth 
ef defense for every dollar spent, Mr. Gardner 
is willing to bleed the American people white and 
make the United States the most military ridden 
country in the world.

Raised Doughnutse—Two cups milk | 
scalded and cooled; sprinkle in % cup 
Sugar; then crumb in 1 yeast cake; let 
stand until yeast rises to top of milk; 
flour to make batter a little thicker 
than griddle cakes: let rise all night. 
In the morning take 2 beaten eggs, add 
1 small cup sugar, % small cup melted 
lard, a little nutmeg; beat all together; 
add % teaspoon soda dissolved in 1 tea- 
spoon hot water, a little salt; then beat 
all into dough; add flour to mold; let 
rise again; then mold and cut out; 
make a large hole in center as they will 
close up when rising if too small; fry 
in hot fat. 


Pressed Meat—Select a beef shank 
and cook slowly until the meat parts 
from the bone. Take from the fire and 
cut meat all up fine. Cut up two small 
onions and mix with the meat. Season 
with pepper and salt and a little savory 
of sage.
